Up until 1933 Mr. Morgan lived on 
a farm 4% miles from town and 
walked (we repeat walked) the dis- 
tance both ways, in all kinds of 
weather, until 1933. He was late but 
once, when a fierce blizzard caused 
him to slow up a bit. It is reported 
the people on his route to and from! 
town were able to set their clocks by 
the schedule he kept.

Can Crop Insurance Work 24? 


o.o-—- 


Wherever there's a risk there's a) 
place for insurance. It may be fire, 
death, motor accident, or it may be 
crop failure. Where is there greater 
risk than growing a crop? Where 
are the consequences more serious if 
the gamble is lost? 

Crop insurance has been the spora- 
dic dream of prairie farmers ‘except 
those in the small crop areas) ever 
since settlers arrived. Hail insurance 
tills a need but a very restricted one. 
Drouth, flood, rust, worms, ducks and 
a dozen other hazards can ruin a 
crop, 

There is a form of crop insurance, 
under the Prairie Farm Assistance 
Act. It is operated by the federal 
government. The premium charged 
is one per cent of the value of the 
crop. Benefits are paid only where 
the crop loss is over a wide area — 
at least 18 sections in a block. If 
the wheat yield is under four bushels 
per acre the payment is $2.50 per

acre on half the cultivated acreaue 
up to $5.000; if from four to eight 
bushels it is $1.50 per acre up to $300. 
So this is hardly better than a 
meagre relief measure. The $300 to 
$500 doesn't wo very far on a modern 
grain farm, 

Yet the payments, small as they 
are, are more than double the 
amount paid into the fund. From 
the inception of the system in 1939 
until a year ago, $69,000,000 has been 
paid into the fund, but $143,000,000 
paid out. The deficit came out o/ 
the federal treasury and thus was 
paid by all the citizens of Canada. 

Albeita farmers put about $20.- 
000,000 into the fund and took out 
about $36,000,000, and Saskatchewan 
farmers $38,500,000 in and $104,000,- 
000 out. Manitoba, on the other 
hand, put in $11,200,000 but took out 
less than one-third of that. Mani- 
toba, of course. is much less subject

Can't wheat-growing 
be at least self-supporting in a per- 
iod like that? Can't the farmers pay 
their own way? If the premium 
should have been tWo per cent in- 
stead of one per cent. why wasn’t it 
raised? 

And from the farmers’ viewpoint 
there are several objections. First, 
the payments are inadequate. Sec- 


an individual loss. Unless a_ big 
group of farmers suffer crop failure, 
none is paid. And third, the good 
districts are perpetually supporting 
the poor districts, districts that_per- 
haps ought to be taken out of grain. 

Manitoba as a province is $9,000,- 
000 poorer because of P.F.A.A., while 
Saskatchewan is $65,500,000 richer 
and Alberta $16,000,000 richer. 

But the same difficulty and objec- 
tion would arise within «a Manitoba 
scheme as is now in the limited 
prairie scheme, Some parts of Mani- 
toba would never benefit from the 
fund and therefore feel they should 
not be charged, 

If the scheme were voluntary. only 
the poorer farmers and poorer dis- 
tricts would participate. Then, it 
would be much harder for it to pay 
its way, 

The Winnipeg Free Press sums up 
the problem: . 

It is clear that farmers and farm 
organizations in Manitoba want a 
That wish deserves every sympathy, 
provided that the scheme is genu- 
inely one of insurance. The govern- 
ment may have to stand as a guar- 
antor against the insurance fund be- 
ing broken by heavy drains before it 
has built up a sufficient reserve, but

Insurance, as We understand it, is 
paid for entirely by the insured. Ex- 
cept in times of national disaster no 
syStem of crop insurance should 
have to depend on subsidy from the 
general taxpayer And insurance 
also implies actuarial distribution of 
the cost, Just as the careful motor- 


ist should have cheaper car insur- 
ance than the careless one, or the 
healthy citizen cheaper life insur- 


ance than the sick one, so the good 
farmer and the good district should 
pay less for the insurance because 
they will collect from it less often. 
In theory crop insurance is feas- 
ible enough but we doubt that a sys- 
tem can be devised that is fair, 
practicable and acceptable. And it 
must be all three to succeed. In 
brief, we doubt that farmers are 
veady to pay the cost and make the 
necessary psychological adjustment. 
Nevertheless the investigations and 


findings of the Manitoba commis- | 


sion will be watched with very keen 
interest in both Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan, They have exactly 
same problem as Manitoba, but on a 
much bigger scale.

munity programmes to ease the 
burden of the handicapped.

Welfare has become § 


In free @ 


partment of Public Welfare has 


always been an integral part of 
the Alberta Government's wei- 
fare programme which, with 
the exception of the Blind Per- 
son’s Allowances and the Old 
Age Assistance, is financed en- 
tirely out of Provincial re- 
enues. Ten years ago the total 
expenditures for this purpose 
amounted to $5,216,887.. while 


the amout provided for the pre- ¥ 


sent fiscal year has been set at 
$10,902,945. 

The responsibility for pro- 
viding assistance in the form 
of food, fuel, clothing and shel- 
ter and, when necessary, hos- 
pital and medical services to 
indigent persons rests with the 
municipality in which residence 
has been acquired. The Prov- 
ince provides grants to mun- 
icipalities up to sixty percent 
of the cost of such assistance. 
The cost of providing the same 
form of assistance to persons 
who have no municipal re- 
sidence is assumed by the Pro- 
vince, 

Single homeless. unemploy- 
able men who have not acqu- 
ired municipal residence are 
cared for in the Provincial hos- 
tels at Calgary and Edmonton. 
Those who are not in need of 
any special care are transferred 
to healthy atmosphere at the 
Gunn Welfore Dept. 

The training and rehabili- 
tation of Alberta's Metis pop- 
ulation is also provided by the 
Province. In Colonies estab- 
lished in various parts of Al- 
berta more than 2000 persons of 
mixed blood are living a pro- 
tected life which offers them 
a future of independence and 
material success. Agriculture, 
lumbering and fishing are en- 
g@aged in, providing revenue 
and a sense of self-sufficiency 
to the Colonists. Provision 
is made for the education of 
children and their spiritual 
welfare is provided for by re- 
presentatives of various re- 
ligious denomination. Gen 
eral stores operate in two of the 
larger Colonies supplying food 
and clothing at reasonable 
prices, 

To enable municipalities to 
meet the housing requirements 
of their elderly or infirm cit- 
itzens the Province has made 
provision for the payment of 
construction grants to any 
municipality which 
homes for its aged and infirm. 
If the municipality is required 
to pay for any of thelr re- 
sidents who have been trans- 
ferred to larger centers, which 
situation seldom exists, a 
Grant up to 50% of the cost 
thereof is availble from the 
Province. 

Under an agreement with 
the Government of Canada the 
Alverta Government has set 
up a Committee to deal with 
the rehabilitation of disabled 
Persons by arranging medical 
treatment where necessary and 
for vocational] training with a 
view to enable such persons to 
become self-supporting. 

Children who have become 
permanent wards of the Goy- 
ernment are placed in foster 
homes and as a rule are avail- 
able for adoption. 

The entire cost of adminis- 
tration of these services and of 

Old Age Assistance, Blind 
Persons’ Allowances, Widows’ 
Pensions, Disabled Persons’ 
Pensions, Supplementary Al- 
lowances and Mothers’ Allow- 
ances is assumed by the Pro- 
vince. Of the payments made 
to recipients of Old Age As- 
sistance and Blind Persons’ 
Allowances a portion is recover- 
able from the Government of 
Canada, while in the case of 
Child Welfare and Mothers’ 
Allowances the municipalities 
in which the beneficiaries re- 
sided or have acquired re- 
sidence are liable for a portion 
of the amount expended.

INCANDESCENT LIGHT 


We take so much of modernity for 
granted that it might do us well to 
pause and reflect that Saturday, Oct. 
23rd., was the 75th. anniversary of 
the invention of the incandescent 
lamp. Thomas Alva Edison had 
worked on the idea at his Menlo 
Park laboratories for many long mo- 
nths, testing fibres that would stand 
the strain and the heat of the re- 
quired electrical resistance. The 
first filament was, of course, a carbon 
thread solution. This was never con- 
sidered the complete answer, but it 
Was nearly twenty-five years later 
that metal filaments were discovered 
and the present-day efficiency as- 
sured. In spite of fluorecent light- 
ing developed about twenty years 
ago, the incandescent lamp still is| 
the major source of illumination, 
both indoors and outdoors. Edison
